Zeader of Opposition at Ottawa Declares Budget is a Budget to

OTTAWA, June 2.—At 6:30 this morning the house of 
commons divided on the Fielding amendment which was 
lost by 26, the vote standing: For 94; against, 120, H. O. 
Wright, Battleford, and J. A. Oampbell of Nelson, on the 
government side, voted for the amendment. W. A. Buch- 
anan of Lethbridge, did not vote as he was paired with the 
member for Frontenac, Dr. Edwards. He announced some 
days ago that he would support the amendment. 

The motion to go into committee of ways and means 
was then carried. 


OTTAWA, June 1.—The attitude of the Liberal opposition to- 
ward the budget was voiced by its leader in the house this after- 
noon, 

“The budget,’’ declared Hon. W. L. MacKenzie King, in the 
course of a three-hour speech, ‘‘is a budget to protect the profiteer. 
It is not a budget to protect the people of Canada.’ ’ 

It revealed, he said, that the government had no policy for 
dealing with the high cost of living. Instead of reducing the cost 
of living, the government was making it more difficult for the 
people to live. 

Mr. King spoke for three hours, Hoe declared the government 
should resign. It had been elected for the term of the war and 
should give placo to an administration competent to frame a sound 
peace policy. It had acquired the ‘‘war habit of mind’’ which 
resulted in autocratic rule and extravagant expenditures.
